COCHIN PORT EMPLOYEES (GRANT OF ADVANCES 
FOR BUTIDING OJ’ HOUSES ETC. (AMENDMENT 
REGULATIONS 1986.) 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the 
Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) Cochin Port Trust 
Board hereby makes the following Regulations further to amend 
Cochin Port Employees (Grant of advances for building of 
houses etc.) Regulations, 1971 namely :— 

I. These Regulations may be called the “Coehin[Port Emp¬ 
loyees (Grant of .Advances for building of hou.ses 
etc.) Amendment Regulations ,1986". 

2 In Regulation 3, the existing Note may be renumbered 
as (I) and the following may be added as Note (2)— 

NOTE (2) : “in the ease of Ex-.servicemcn re-employed in 
Board’s service, the military service rendered 
by them shall also be taken into account for 
reckoning the period of ten years continuoi- 
service, provided they have completed 
probationary period satisfactorily,” 
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3, (a) In the Cochin Port Employees (Gram of advances 

for building of Houses etc.) Regulations, 1971 for 
sub-regulation (a) of Regulation 4, the following 
shall be substituted 


(a) The cost of the House or at to be built/purchased 
eseJuding the cost of residential flat in the case of a house shall 
be within the following ceiling limits - 

(i) For employees whose basic pay for 100 months is 
uptoRs RO.OOO --Rs. 1.25.000/- 

(ii) For employees whose basic pay for 100 
months exceeds Rs. 80,000 but 

is upto Rs, 1,70,000 Rs. 2,00,000/- 

(iii) For employees whose basic pay for 

lOOj months exceeds Rs. 1,70,000/- Rs. 3,00,000/- 

and the applicant should not have availed of any loan or advance 
for the purpose from any other authority or body such as the 
Deptt. of Rehabilitation or a Central or a state Housing 
Scheme provided, that where the loan or advance already 
availed of by an applicant does not exceed the amount admis¬ 
sible under these rules, it is open to him to'apply for an advance 
under these rules subject to the [condition that he undertakes 
to repay the outstanding loan or advance together with in¬ 
terest if any thereon forthwith, in one lumpsum to the au¬ 
thority or body aforesaid. 

(b) After sub-regulation (a) ihe following sub-regulation shall 
be inserted :— 

(a) "(i) Employees who acquire houses through memlier- 
ship of cooperative Group Housing Societies 
.shall also be eligible for grant of HBA upto the limit 
as in (a) above. Such employees shall however 
be required to furnish the following documents 
in addition to personal Bond for drawing House 
Building Advance beyond the limit of Rs. 70.000/- 

(a) An agreement to mortgage the house or flat followed 
by deposit of title deeds (as and when available): 

(b) Promissory Note in respect of the amount of the prin¬ 
cipal plus interest at the specified rales." 

4. lnsub-reguIation(b)of Regulation;4, the words‘'Seventy 
live months Pay” shall he substituted by the words and figures 
“Pay for 100 months ” 

5. In sub-regulation (b) of Regulation 5, the words “Se¬ 
venty five times his monthly pay” shall he substituted by the 
words and figures “100 times monthly pay.” 

A, In sub-regulation (b) of Regulation 6 

(i) The words and figures “75 times the monthly pay" 
shall be substituted by the words and figures "100 times 
monthly pay." 

(ii) The words "and family pension” shall be inserted 
after the words “Central Civil Service (Revised) Pay 
Rules, I960." 

he figures "70,000/-and 25,000/-”shal1 be substituted 
e figures 1,25,000'- and 40,000/-respectivcly. 


7, Sub-Regulation (cj of Regulation 6 shall be substltutccf 
by the following 

“The repaying capacity will be computed on the following 
basis. 

Length of remaining service Slab of repaying capacity 

(a) Officials retiring after .50"; of the basic pay 
20 years. 

(b) Officials retiring after 60°; of the basic pay. 

10 years but not later 80% of the DCRG may also 
than 20 years be ad.iusted. 

(c) Officials retiring within 66:2/3°; basic pay 90% of 

10 years. DCRG may also be adjusted." 

8. Tn sub-regulation (4) (if of Regulation 7. the figures 
“75" and "70,000/-" shall be substututed by the figures “100” 
and‘‘1.25,000/-”respectTvely. 

9. Regulation 8 shall be .substituted by the following :— 

Interest on advance shall carry sample interest from the 
date of advance. The amount of interest shall be calculated 
on the balance outstanding on the last day of each month. 

The rate of interest on House Building advance granted 
to the Port employees under these Reglations will be the same 
as made applicable hythcCentral.Govcrnmem toils employees 
for this purpose from-time to time. 

10. The following shall be inserted as sub-regulation -(v) 
under Regulation 11 (a). 

‘•An undertaking from an applicant who has been al¬ 
lotted Departmental quarters and also wants to eon-s- 
truci or purchase a house within the limits of Cischin 
Corporation including ihesub-urban area corning within 
20 Kilometres bythc shortest loute by road and or water 
from his normal place of duly in the Port, to the effect 
that hc/she will vacate the Departmental Quarter im¬ 
mediately on purchase of house or on completion of 
construction of the house as (he case may be.’" 

II, fn Regulation 11, for clause (i) of suh-regulal ion (f) the 
following shall be subsliluted : - 

“(i) The prescribed charge by way of mortgage hy de¬ 
posit of Title deeds is created immcditely on ' pur¬ 
chase of land or the house and permises, as the 
ease may be, and documents kept in safe custody.” 

Note : All the past cases in which-cliarge by way of equit¬ 
able mortgage by deposit of title deeds has been 
created in respect of House Building Advance 
sanctioned will come within the purview of this sub- 
clause and the cases where mortage deeds have been 
icgisiercd shall not be le-opened,
